MacMILLAN APPEAL IS 
DISMISSED 


The appeal of Vivian MacMillan 
and her father against the judge- 
ment of Justice Ivesin the Mac- 
Millan-Brownlee case, was dismis- 
sed by the appelate division of the 
supreme court of Alberta.
